ORDER 
(1) In the context of the present national emergency it is considered 
necessary to introduce a system of licensing of wholesalers of sugar with 
a view to keeping a check over the sales and purchases of sugar in the 
wholesale trade in the State . By virtue of section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 10 of 1955) Government accord 
ingly promulgate the Kerala Sugar Dealers Licensing Order, 1963 which 
is appended to this Order. 

(2 ) This order shall come into force with effect from 1-3-1963. All 
preliminary steps for licensing of sugar dealers should therefore be 
complcted by the end of February 1963. But the actual issue of the 
licence will be done only when the order comes into force. 

(3 ) The District Collectors are appointed as Licensing Authorities 
under clause 2 (c ) of the said order.

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 10 of 1955 ) read with the order of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture 
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(Department of Food) No.G. S. R. 888 dated the 28th June 1961 and 
with the prior concurrence of the Central Government, the Government 
of Kerala is pleased to make the following order, namely : 
1. Short title, extent and commencement.-- (1) This order may be called 

the Kerala Sugar Dealers Licensing Order, 1963, 
(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 
(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government by 

notification in the Gazette may appoint. 
2. Definitions. In this order, unless the context otherwise requires - 
(a ) " dealer" means a person engaged in the business of purchase, 

sale or storage for sale, of sugar in quantities exceeding 50 
quintals at any one time, but does not include an industrial 
undertaking which is engaged in the manufacture or produc 
tion of sugar and which is registered or licensed under the 

Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act, 1961 . 
(b ) " form " means a form set forth in the schedule to this order. 
(c) " licensing authority" means an officer appointed by the Gov 

ernment to exercise the powers and perform the duties of the 

licensing authority under this order . 
(d ) “ the Government" means the Government of Kerala . 
(e) " sugar" means any form of sugar, including khandsari sugar 

containing more than 90 per cent of sucrose. 
3. Licensing of dealers.- (1) No person shall carry on business as a 

dealer cxcept under and in accordance with the terms and 
conditions of a licence issued in this behalf by the licensing 

authority . 
(2 ) A separate licence shall be necessary for each place of business. 
(3 ) For the purpose of this clause, any person who stores sugar in 

any quantity exceeding 50 quintais at any one time shall, 
unless the contrary is proved , be deemed to store the sugar for 

the purpose of sale. 
4 . Issue of licence.- (1) Every application for a licence or renewal 

thereof shall bemade to the licensing authority in Form A . 
( 2 ) Every licence issued or renewed under this order shall be in 

Form B and shall be subject to the conditions specified 

therein . 
5. Period of licence and fees chargeable .- (1) Every licence issued under 

this order shall be valid from the date of issue to the last day 
of March of the financial year in which it was issued and may 
thereafter be renewed for a further period of one year at a 

time. 
(2 ) The fees specified below shall be chargeable in respect of each 
licence , namely : 
For issue of licence 

Rs. 5 
For renewal of licence Rs. 2 
For issue of a duplicate 
licence 

Rs. 10 


6. Power to refuse licenc..- The licensing authority may, after giving 
the dealer concerned an opportunity of stating his case in writing and 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, refuse to grant or renew a licence. 

7. Contravention of conditions of licence. — No holder of a licence issued 
under this order shall contravene any of the terms or conditions of the 
licence and if any such holder contravenes any of the said terms or con 
ditions, then, without prejudice to any other action that may be taken 
against him , his licence may be cancelled or suspended by order , in 
writing, of the licensing authority : 

Provided that no order shall be made under this clause unless the 
licensee has been given an opportunity of stating his case in writing 
against the proposed cancellation or suspension. 
8. Appeal.- (1) Any person aggrieved by any order of the licensing 

authority refusing to issue or renew a licence or cancelling or 
suspending a licence under the provisions of this order may 
appeal to the Government within thirty days of thedate of the 

receipt by him of such order . 
(2) No order shall be passed in appeal unless the aggrieved person 

has been given an opportunity of stating his case in writing . 
9. Powers of entry, search, seizure etc.- (1) The licensing authority or 
any other officer authorised by the Government in this behalf may , 
with such assistance , if any, as he thinks fit 

(a) require the owner, occupier or any other person in charge 

of any place, premises, vehicle, or vessel in which he has 
reason to believe that any contravention of the provisions 
of this Order ur of the conditions of any licence issued 
thereunder has been , is being , or is about to be committed , 
to produce any books, accounts or other documents 

showing transactions relating to such contraventions; 
(b ) enter, inspector break open and search any place or 

premises, vehicle or vessel in which he has reason to 
believe that any contravention of the provisions of this 
order or of the conditions of any licence issued thereunder , 

has been , is being, or is about to be committed ; 
(c) take or cause to be taken , extracts from or copies of, any 

documents showing transactions relating to such contra 

ventions which are produced before him ; 
(d ) search , seize , and remove stocks of sugar and the animals , 

vehicles, vessels, or other cor.veyance used in carryiog the 
said sugar in contravention of the provisions of this Order, 
or of the conditions of the licences issued thereunder and 
thereafter take or authorise the taking of all measures 
necessary for securing the production of stocks of sugar 
and the animals, vehicles , vessels or other conveyances so 
seized , in a court and for their safe custody pending such 

production . 
( 2) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal 

Procedure, 1898, relating to search and scizure shall so far as 
may be, apply to searches and seizures under this clause .

APPENDIX XI 
( Referred to in the Note below Rule 73 and Note below Rule 75 - Part III ) 

Rules for the grant of Terminal/ Death Gratuity to temporary 
employees and permanent employees with less than 5 years of qualify 
ing service. 
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SECTION I TEMPORARY EMPLOYEES 
A. Terminal Graluity. - A temporary employee who retires on 
superannuation or is discharged on account of retrenchment or is 
declared invalid for further service , will be eligible for a gratuity at the 
rate ofone- third of a month s pay for each completed year of service, 
provided he had completed not less than 5 years continuous service at 
the time ofretirement/discharge/invalidment. 

B. Death Gratuity . - The family of a temporary officer who dies 
while in service will be eligible for a death gratuity on the scale and 
subject to the conditions specified below : 
(a ) On death after completion of one year s service but before 

completion of three years service — a gratuity equal to one 

month s pay. 
(b ) On death after completion of three years service but before 

completion of five years service - a gratuity equal to two 


. 


months pay . 


(c ) On death after completion of five years service or more - a 

gratuity calculated as in Part ( A ) of this Section subject to a 

minimum of three months pay . 
Note:-(1) Pay for the purpose of determining the amount of 

terminal/death gratuity under this section will mean only 
basic pay and also dearness pay at the time of relinquish 
ing service or of death as the case may be. It will not 
include special pay, personal pay and other emoluments 
classed as Pay . In case the person concerned was on 
leave with or without allowances immediately before 
retirement/discharge/ invalidment/death , pay for this 
purpose will be pay which he would have drawn had he 

not proceeded on such leave. 
(2) For the purpose of this section Work Establishment or 

Contingency service as the case may be admissible under 
rule 14714 A Part III Kerala Service Rules will also be 

reckoned . 
SECTION II. PERMANENT PENSIONABLE EMPLOYEES DYING BEFORE COM 

PLETION OF 5 YEARS QUALIFYING SERVICE (See note below 

RULE 75 ) 
The family of a permanent pensionable emplyee who dies before 
completing 5 years qualifying service will also be eligible for a gratuity 
equal to 6 times the emoluments of the officer at the time of his death 
except in cases in which death occurs in the first year of service when 
the gratuity admissible will be equal to twomonths emoluments. 

SECTION III . GENERAL 
The reckoning of service for gratuity viz . how periods of leave , 
interruption , deficiency, etc. will be treated and the calculation of 
gratuity admissible under Sectious I and II will be in aecordance with 
the provisions governing the grant of the benefits under Rules 73 and 
75 Part III. 

The various terms used in this Appendix will have the meanings 
assigned to them in the Rules. 
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The procedure for application , sanction , payment of claims etc. in 
regard to the benefits contemplated under the Appendix will be the 
same as for ordinary pension , gratuity etc. 

Temporary service for purposes of these rules includes service in a 
temporary post or service in a permanent post other than in a substan . 
tive capacity under the State. 
Note:-The grant of gratuity under the Appendix will be subject to the 

service rendered by the employee concerned being held by 
the authority competent to appoint him to be approved and 

satisfactory . 
No gratuity will be admissible : 
(i) In a case where the employee concerned resigns his post 

or is removed /dismissed from public service .

This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to 
this Court by Government for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by 
Order No. 39284 /62-2 /H4/HLD dated 4-7-1962. The question referred 
for adjudication relates to : 

" Denial of employment to Sri K.K. Varghese" . 

According to the Union , Sri K. K. Varghese was a permanent 
driver in the bus services of Ernakulam Trasport Service, Thrippuni 
thura . Sri M. O. Poulose, Proprietor , Adoor Motor Service, was also 
.a partner in the Ernakulam Transport Service. Subsequently , Sri 
Poulose took over the Ernakulam -Cochin town services owned by 
E. T. S., and had agreed to continue Sri Varghese in his employment 
without break of service . From 1-9-1960 Sri Poulose (referred to as the 
management) denied employment to Sri Varghese without any reason. 
Thematter was taken up with the Assistant Labour Officer, Ernakulam 
and an agreement was entered into on 7-3-1961. In the interests of 
good relations the union agreed to termination of Varghese s employe 
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ment on payment of Rs. 300 in full settlement of all his claims. The 
management did not implement the agreement, and the union could 
not enforce the same since it was not a conciliation agreement. 
Subsequently, conciliation proceedings were started by the District 
Labour Officer and as a result of it the present reference was made. 
The denial of employment to Sri Varghese is unjust and illegalsince 
there was no misconduct alleged against Sri Varghese nor any charge 
sheet given to him . The denial of employment is arbitrary and it can 
only be considered as an action which is clearly actuated by mala fides. 
The union has therefore prayed for re-instatement in service of Sri 
Varghese with full back wages. 

The management, after accepting the summons, requested for 15 
days time from 16-8-1962 to which date the case has been posted for 
the reply statement. It was granted , and the case was posted to 
1-9-1962. On that date also no statement was filed by the management, 
Notice was issued posting the case for disposal to 25-9-1962 , and the 
management has accepted the notice on 20-9-1962 . On 25-9-1962 
the management did not do anything. The union was called on to file 
an affidavit which was filed on 18-10-1962. The union has also pro 
duced certain exhibits along with the affidavit which are marked as 
Exts. W1 to W4. I believe the affidavit and find that the claim put 
forward by the union has been proved . I therefore hold that the 
denial of employment to Sri Varghese was not justified and he is entitled 
to be re- instated with full back wages . 

In the result, I pass an award re-instating Sri K. K. Varghese with 
full back wages. No order as to costs . This award will take effect on 
the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the Government 
Gazette .
